Senator Lafollette Plans to 

Speak for One Week on Sends Agitators Out of 
Amendments Their Town 


ManiUi. June 11—The enireDcbmeaU 
of tbe rebelllotM Moroa under the Sul¬ 
tan of Jolo at Bagaac were taken hf 
the American force# to-day after a 
fierce battle. In which the American 
caaualtlea were six 'killed and twelve 
wounded- The killed were two pri¬ 
vate# of Company M., EUffhth U. S. 
Infantry, three members of the Fifty- 
Flnit Company of acouta, and one 
member of the Twenty-Ninth Com¬ 
pany of Scouta. Idleut. Edwin H. 
Rackeiey waa wounded In the leg. 

The caaualtlea are regarded aa few 
in view of the atubborn realatanoe of 
the Moroa. The attaeklng forcea had 
been made nnuaually atrong aa a pre¬ 
caution. there being tn addition to the 
company of regular Infantry, a troop 
of cavalry, aeven companlea of acouta, 
two companlea of conatabolary with a 
battery of four mountain guna and a 
machine gun platoon. 

The main poattlon of the Moroa waa 
taken. Although there remaina ona 
point atitl occuiMed In tha mountaina, 
the mountain guna will be tn a poal- 
tlon to ahetl It easily. Brigadiar-Oen- 
eral John J. Perahlng, commander of 
tha department of Mfnandao. whp led 
the forcea. declarea ha will continue 
oparatUma in Jolo until all tha trlbea- 
men’a guna hnv# been taken, and the 
lalaad la wiially pa a sa f uU 

Washington, D. C.. June U-fSeneral 
Wood has aabUd to |teJpr-.Oevwral 
Bell, commanding the Philippine dtyts- 
laa, for an Immediate report on the 
operatlona Brigadler-Oeneral Pershing 
Is conducting agalnat tha Moroa in the 
Jolo archipelago. 

The war department knowa nothing 
of the deUlls of the operatlona, aa 
General Pershing had been given a 
flee hand to deal with the problem of 
' dlaarmlng the Moroe In hta own way. 
and the dlatance from Tamboanga, the 
Jolo capital, to Manila, la ao great and 
the communlcatlona ao uncertain that 
reports from the scene are very 
meagre. 

The general staff is considerably dis¬ 
turbed by the mention of the Sultan of 
Jolo aa leading the hostile forcea, for 
' It bad been understood that he had 
thrown hla Influence with the Ameri¬ 
cana in the disarmament programme.

Tha 
scene of the discovery la one mils op¬ 
posite Mile II, on the Alaska Northern 
railroad.

OTHERS TOOK CHANCES 

Perfect Order Among Many 
Who Waited Patiently for 
Opening of Office 

OVER TWO HUNDRED 

APPLICANTS AHENO 


First Applicant Camped June 4 
Outside Dominion Office at 
Salmon Arm 


Chase, B. C., June 11—Good order 
and the bast of humor prevailed among 
the 21 S applicants for homesteads on 
the sidewalk In front of the sub¬ 


agency of Dominion Xdanda at Salmon 
Arm on Monday morning at 9 o'clock 
where the lands in tha Shuawap dlvla- 
(on of the railway belt were thrown 
open for entry. 

In spite of the rush to get in on 
what waa perhaps the beet remaining 
hojpeatead opportunity on the North 
American continent, the majority of 
the appllcanU got the land of their 
first cholca. Some got plums of tha 
biggest and moat luscious variety. One 
man got a quarter section that an in¬ 
vestor would be glad to get for IS.OOd. 
Some atrangera picked out vacant 
quarters on the map and paid their 116 
on a chance, taking tha risk of being 
able to reach It wlthont an aeroplane. 

One man who came out was asked 
by a friend if be had got what he 
wanted and answered: ^Not Just yet. 

I Tve got to go and m^e a raise,** and 
held up flve fingers to signify that he 
had to secure IfiM for Improvements on 
the place. 

It had been adverileed that the ftrat 
n#an at the counter for any particular 
homestead would got the land. Tho 
*flr«t dMiitfcaiit arrived with hla roll of 
blAnJuU 01 ^ prevloua Wednesday, 
inmel^ wv-empted peeping spa'co 
on tha aAdewalfc In front of tha eOloe. 
By Saturday night more than sixty 
were taking the open-air treatment la 
the street and lots near the land 
ofilce. The firat-comera agread to num¬ 
ber themselves acoording to the order 
of their arrival. The later recrulia alt 
consented to this arrang^ent. 

On Monday morning at t o’clock all 
took position in line according to the 
numbers they held. W. C. Cowell, Do- 
|mln(on land agent for the Kamloops 
'district, gava to each in order a sUp 
containing hla number In the rotation, 
and his assistant followed with a book 
in which each applicant signed opposite 
the number he had been assigned. 
These numbers indicated the order In 
I which the holders would be admitted to 
' the counter. 

It waa about half-past nine when 
number one was admitted a^d when 
the office closed for the day number 
ntnety-nlne had filed hla entry. This 
was making better time than had been 
expected, about seventy per day hav¬ 
ing been the estimate. 

The most of the land-seekers came 
from the office looking as pleased as 
: anyone might who bad received a thou¬ 
sand dollars for ten. Whether they 
j had been successful or not there were 
j no exceptions to the general appreol- 
I atlon of the courtesy and fairness oC

had added to the waters of the Fraser 
to such an extent that on that date a 
tide of 3S feet, • laches, was recorded 
at Mission Bridge. Just a short dis¬ 
tance above New Westminster. 

Other memorable flood tidee which 
have taken place at this season of the 
year In the Fraser valley from similar 
causes were in IMI. on June 14 2S feet, 
10 inches being reported at Mission 
Bridge; on June 30. 187«, when S3 feet. 
0 InchM were recorded; on June 10. 
loot, 33 feet, • inchee; on July 0. 1000. 
31 feet. 0 inofaee; on June 37. 1000, 31 
feet, 1 Inch; and on June 10, 1000. 20 
feet. An avera|(e flood tide for the 
last thirty years has been worked out 
to be in the neighborhood of 10 feet at 
this point, and although this year, like 
last, been conspicuous up to tbe 
present by an absence of flooding. It 
has been dus to the non-synchronls- 
Ing of the two necessary elements at 
the time of the spring tides, vis., high 
temperatures following deep snowfall I 
during the winter months Within a| 
few days tbe full moon wtli be reached. | 
when the second movement of the 
spring tide# will set In. Should a drop 
ooour In the temperatures In the north-: 
em and Interior mountain regions in 
tbe meantime, It is possible that the 
undesirable features of previous years 
may take place. 


St Petersburg. June 13.—That war 
In Europe wilt be averted, and that 
peace will soon reign In place of the 
threatening clouds which have over¬ 
hung the continent during the past 
week Is now believed certain here, for 
It Is reported that both Servla and 
Bulgaria have agreed to accept the 
arbitration of Russia in the dispute over 
which they are engaged.

A fact which may have had some¬ 
thing to do with the Bulgarians reach¬ 
ing a desire for mediation by Russia, 
is the report which Is now spreading 
that an outbreak of the dreaded chol¬ 
era has occurred among the Bulgarian 
troops. It is thought that the officials 
were trying to keep this secret while 
negotiations are pending with Bervla, 
so as not to weaken their position, but '

London, June IS.—Sir Edward Grey, 
the British foreign aecretary. speaking 
In the Houee of Commons to-day. ex¬ 
pressed the hope that both Bulgaria 
and Servla would accept the offer of 
Russian arbitration. He said It was 
Impossible to express too atrongly the 
feelings of disappointment ind disap¬ 
proval the outbreak of a war between 
the Balkan alllee would cause. It would 
he etmtlnued, alienate the sympathy of 
Europe and Involve the risk to the 
Balkan states of Josing all they had 
gained In the war with Turkey.

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Secretary McAdoo Makes Of¬ 
fer to issue Currency Up 
to Limit 

COMPLETE SURPRISE 

IN FINANCE DISTRICT 


Washington, D. C„ June 13.—Repub¬ 
lican leaders in the senate are prepar¬ 
ing for their fight against the Demo¬ 
cratic tariff bill now being rounded in¬ 
to shape for debate. Senator Penrose, 
Republican member of the finance 
committee. Is to lead the opposition on 
the floor after the bill is reported. 
Senator Smith, of Michigan, le to lead 
the fight against the sugar schedule, 
and Senator Smoot, of Utah, will com¬ 
mand the antl-free wool debate. 

Sraator Lafollette, who has amend¬ 
ments which amount practically to a 
new bill, plans to make a speech that 
will extend over a week. The minor¬ 
ity members of the finance committee 
are already at work on their report. 

Majority members of the finance 
committee continued to-day their con¬ 
sideration of sub-committee changes In 
the Underwood bill, resuming discus¬ 
sion of the metal schedule. It was re¬ 
ported that the sub-commit ee, In ad¬ 
dition to patting pig iron and ferro 
manganese on the free list, had also 
transferred steel Ingots and billets to 
the free Hst because the Houee bad put 
steel rails in the undutiable class. 

Free raw wool Immediately and free 
sugar In three years, as endorsed by 
President Wilson and adopted by the 
House, were approved to-day by the 
majority members of tbe senate 
finance committee. The action sustain¬ 
ing the administration in both sched¬ 
ules was taken after amendments to 
tiler them had been voted down. 

Secretary McAdoo said to-day that 
his statement announcing that $600,- 
000,000 of emergency currency would 
be forthcoming should banks need It, 
was made in response to numerous in¬ 
quiries from bankers who were anxi¬ 
ous to know whether additioiml cur¬ 
rency would be available for crop 
movements. 

The treasury department. It was 
stated to-day, had been Informed by 
bankers within the last few weeks that 
some stringency might be experienced 
In moving the cropa If they had as¬ 
surance that relief could be^ad under 
the provision of the Aldrlch-Vreeiand 
Act they would be able to meet the sit¬ 
uation and It would be of great value 
to them generally If they were inform¬ 
ed now of the department’s, attitude. 

New Tork, June 12.—Secretary Mc- 
Adoo’s overnight offer to issue emerg¬ 
ency currency up to the limit of the 
government’s resources, completely 
surprised the financial district. None 
of the bankers would express an opin¬ 
ion on the subject but It was clear that 
the secretary’s announcement was In¬ 
terpreted, even before his explanatory 
statement of to-day. as an act to re¬ 
assure the legitimate interests of the 
country, especially those of a mercan¬ 
tile and industrial character. 

Local bankers believe that the offer 
wUI have the effect of releasing large 
amounts of time money, In which a se¬ 
vere stringency was ttoeatening. No 
later than yesterday over-year money 
was utterly lacking in this market, 
while the rates for four, flve and six 
months hardened perceptibly. 

One effect of the proposed measure 
was a sharp rally in stocks to-day and 
stock exchange bouses represented a 
better Investment demand than at any 
time since the recent depression. No 
small part of the inquiry came from 
out-of-town sources, where the effect 
of Secretary McAdoo’s announcement 
appear# to have been received with 
greater encouragement than In local 
circles. _ 

HIGH TEMPERATURES 

OVER PRAIRIE WEST 

Winnipeg, June IL—Intense heat pre¬ 
vailed yesterday over most of the Can¬ 
adian prairie west, the highest tem¬ 
peratures prevailing in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. Swan River recorded 
101 and Moosomln 100 In the shade, 
while temperatures around 10 are 
pretty general. Alberta* from Calgary 
north, and northern Saskatchewan 
escape with comparatively coot 
weather, between 70 and $0. Most of 
tbe spring wheat country reports 
abundance of moisture tn the ground 
and thee# torrid conditions will produce 
* hot bouse growth. 


Port Angeles, Wash.. June 13.“Two 
L W. W. were shipped out of town 
yesterday afternoon. They were taken 
to the wharf, their tlcxets bought, and 
placed aboard the boat with Instruc¬ 
tions not to come back. One of the 
men drew a knife when first caught, 
but a prompt blow on tbe nose quickly 
changed his mind in that respect. He 
refused to go to tbe dock or aboard the 
boat without being forced by the com¬ 
mittee. At 2 p. m. a meeting of the 
Commercial club was called and a 
committee appointed to see that the 
agitators left town. The meeting ad¬ 
journed at 2.S3 and within twenty min¬ 
utes the agitators were both on the 
boat with trders not to come back If 
they valued their health. One of them 
attempted to make a speech after he 
was placed on board the boat, but he 
was quickly silenced. 

This Is the second time that these 
men have come to grief In Port An¬ 
geles. The first time was when they 
attempted to stir up trouble among the 
workers at the new Baries mill, about 
a week ago. At that time they were 
! dropped Into the bay by the workers 
at the milL

JAPANESE SEIZE AN

Toklo. June 12.—The American yacht 
Columbia was seised yesterday when 
she put Into Wakayama, which Is not 
an open port, for repairs. She was on 
a voyage from Nagasaki to Yokohama. 

A steel yacht belonging to J. Harvey 
Ladew. of the New Toric Tacht Club, 
which left for a cruise In Oriental 
waters in November. 1113, is believed 
to be the vessel whose arrest at 
Wakayama, Japan, Is reported In a 
cable dispatch. 

The detention of the vessel was prob¬ 
ably brought about owing to her enter¬ 
ing a port where there was no customs 
house or quarantine station. A similar 
course la taken by the authorities of 
any other country under like circum¬ 
stances. 

FISHER MINISTRY IS

The deelaration of thp Assembly was 
In the following words: 

**Tbat in new of the lance majority 
In our own church voting In favor of 
organic union and the. i»ractioally 
unaalroous favorable vqto' In the .ot^ier I 
negotlaiing churchee. and In view of 
.the desire of all sections of our church 
that the spirit of unity which obtains 
between churches nuiy be cb'iinh-* 
ued and deepened, arhl In.view of the 
strength of the minority in our own 
Church which has not approved of or¬ 
ganic union as the best method of ex¬ 
pressing the unity of spirit which Is 
rapidly growing throughout the 
Churohea of Christ: and In view of the 
desirability of the utmost uaantmlty 
of action within our own church, this 
committee proceeded to consider the 
•uggestions and alternatives remitted 
to it. and recommends to the General 
Assembly as follows: 

*‘l. That the Assembly ruisure the 
other negotiating churches that the 
Presbyterian Church fully realises its 
share of responsibility In (he present 
movement and earnestly desires that 
the spirit of unity which has given 
rise to It may be conserved and deep¬ 
ened. and asks the other churches to 
continue the negotiations In the hope 
(bat union may be consummated w ith¬ 
out detsjr. 

t. That the union committee be 
continued, and that the fullest and 
fairest consideration be given to every 
aspect of the question, that further 
amendments to the present basis of 
union and alternative proposals be In¬ 
vited fmm Presbyterians and from 
se s sions, congregations and Individuals 
throughout the Presbyteries, and re¬ 
ferred to this committee in order that 
after considering them. It may enter 
Into conference with the oommlttees of 
other negotiating churchee with the 
view of setting before our people a 
float presentation of the qtiesUoo for 
their judgment, 

“1. That in order to secure the final 
judgment of the church, the flndingsof 
the joint committee of the negotiating 
churches on all such proposals be sent 
to Presbyteries and congregations, with 
the details of the . vote already taken 
and all other reliant information.*' 

These paragraiRia nre. to a large ex¬ 
tent, just as they wrere when they were 
submitted to the Ae|pinbly by the ma¬ 
jority of the union committee. The 
only alteration wMch ws# Regarded as 
an Important one, wA one suggested 
by Rev. David Christie, of Winnipeg. 
Mr. Chrietle moved that the words. 


**tn the hope that uafon may bq con¬ 
summated wHIf no unnecessah^ 'delay.^ 
be Inserted tnstedd of thb phniM whioh 
was In Its ptade wbeil the rqpprt of the 
^nhm committee was brought In. He 
said It was desirable that Um expres¬ 
sion ahoiOd be made much stronger 
and the Assembly agreed with him.' 

IjSter on In the dleeuselon. November 
M, of tbe preeent yqer. wm fixed M 
the last day on which any 'enggeetions 
should be reoehred with inference to 
changes In the basis of union. - 

The procedure of the church in the 
future in' the matter of securing actual 
union, as explained by Rev. Dr. Ram¬ 
say, of Ottawa, will be as follows: 

'TJp to the end of November, clerics 
of Presbyteries throughout the Do¬ 
minion will reoelve any suggestions 
with reference to changes In the basis 
of church union. In December the 
union committee win meet In Teronto. 
and after full consideration of all the 
proposed changes In the basis of union, 
a joint meeting will be held of the 
three union committees. These will 
agr^'oh a basis, and the matter wilt 
then be ready for submissKm to the 
General Assembly in ItIL Hut as¬ 
sembly will send the matter to the 
members of the . churches If this Is 
.dccmed.desirsbie fer a vote, and (o the 
Presbyteries of the churchm under tbe 
Barrier Act. If a majority of the Pres¬ 
byteries take favorable action, the 
union will be consummated In IflE.** 

As the mind of the church on the 
question is now fully known, it does 
not appear that there will be any fail¬ 
ure In this programme. Before the 
final motion was carried to-day a num¬ 
ber of amendments were withdrawn 
or voted down. 

Rev. John McNeill, of Walmer Road 
Baptist church. Toronto, koow’n as 
“John the "Baptist.’* formerly of, 
the First Baptist church of Winni¬ 
peg. In an addreaa conveyed to the 
Presbyterian General Assembly the 
cordial fraternal qreetinga of the Bap-i 
tiat convention of Ontario and Quebec. 

Other churches which sent their 
greetings to the . assembly were 
the Waldenslan church of Italy, and 
the General Synod of the Reformed 
church of America. Rev. R. D. Pierre, 
of Montreal, who appeared for the 
Waldenslan church, said that Canada 
would soon have half a million Ital¬ 
ians. He stated that a reformation 
was near at hand tn Italy, and re¬ 
viewed the long etrviggle of the 
Waldenslans for retigloue freedom. 

The forenoon was occupied by the 
assembly In considering applications 
from ministers from other churches to 
be received Into the communion. Prin¬ 
cipal Baird, of Manitoba collage, sup¬ 
ported an overture asking that assist¬ 
ant ministers in large etty churches 
should be oottstltueot members of tbs 
Presbytery. 

The best informed In the assembly 
anticipate that the union wDI be con¬ 
summated In IflL 

There will be some loss to the Pres¬ 
byterian church. This Is estimated at 
flve to fifteen per cent. The minority 
are said to expect that the courts will 
give It a large proportion of the prop¬ 
erty of the church as the privy council 
In England did In the case of tbe "Wee 
FTee” of the Old Land. 

The highest legal counsel in Canada 
has, however, assured the unionists 
that they can be fully protected against 
contingencies of this klr»d In Canada.

Washington Mills Suspension Which is Growing Between

These men-voiced no complaint, but aev- 
eral of them explained thaL inasmuch as 
tbs “Won’t Work” agitators hsd tried 
rsi^tedly to cause trouble in the woods 
and ss the logging compMUiiss 'wsk'e soon 
to close ^wn their camps, they deter¬ 
mined to avoid complications and tho 111 
favor of being classed as “Won’t Works” 
by quitting Independontly. 

The “Won't Works” met a complete re¬ 
pulse in Whatcom county, where aU the 
mills and logging companies a^ working 
under tbs regular schedule.

It Is not certain 
yet how the representation of foreign 
e^alty will be provided for. but as 
Wm the ease on the Jubilee of Queeq 
Victoria invitations will certainly M 
Issued, although In accordance with cut* 
tom the actual reigning heads oi 
houses do not attend. Hsaoe King 
George will be represented by one of 
the leading members of hla family--* 
either the Duke of Connaught or Prlncg 
Arthur of Connaught. Age and. ex¬ 
perience are undoubtedly meliowinf 
,.the disposition of the Kaiser. thosf 
who know him best say there Is not 
nearly as much acerbity as there once 
was In his point of view regarding tbq 
general relations of the German royi^ 
houso with our own. while, he la cer¬ 
tainly welt disposed towards a friendly 
understanding between the two c-^un- 
trios if It eaa be attained. This would 
not in any way affect our entente with 
Prance, and on this point the British 
government has given very preclas as¬ 
surances to the French ministry. In¬ 
deed one of the most hopqftil signs of 
international relations Is that the royal 
visit to Beiiln has not caused the 
sllglitest apprehension La Parts as to 
our bona fldes—a result which would 
assuredly once not have ^en the case.

Mr. Walker called on aouM of tha 
principal merchants here, to learn what 
bualness was likely to be available frr 
the Ooluea. which win come soon, tne 
first Vesael of the fleet to berth here. 
He assured them that It was the Inten¬ 
tion to maintain a regular freight and 
paseenger line from Mexican and ^11- 
fomla ports to Victoria and Vancou¬ 
ver, with particular attention to per¬ 
ishable cooda

, **Ttao man who has been everywhere 
and knows everything* — a flattering 
descRptlon. truly, but not without a 
baolo of teet when applied to Sir Harry 
Hamilton Johnston, the eminent Ehig- 
lish explorer and naturalist and most 
indefatigable of globe-trottera Sir 
Harry was bom in London fifty-five 
years ago to-day, and was an art stu¬ 
dent before he devoted hlmoelf to Afri¬ 
can expiorotlon. He has visited every 
country of the globe, but for nearly 
Oilrty-flve years has apocfaltaed tei 
Africa, until ho knows the "dark con¬ 
tinent" like a book. As a British offi¬ 
cial and leader of scientific expeditions 
he has traveroed the continent from 
Aliflers to Cape Town, and bis travel 
books and xoologlcal, geographical and 
anthropological contributions have add¬ 
ed vastly to both popular and scientific 
knowlodgo of what was until recently 
a terra Incognita. 

In his latest book, "Common Sense 
In Forelgh Policy,* Sir Harry has pro¬ 
duced a remarkable survey of British 
colonla) and foreign policies, as they 
are and as he thinks they should be.

ON EFFECT OF POU 

Change of Government in Aus¬ 
tralia Will Assist in Intro¬ 
duction of Capital 


That the advent of a Liberal govern¬ 
ment to power in Australia wlU be 
welcomed as a relief from social re¬ 
form experiments Is tbs opinion of T. 
p. Chapman, a stock raiser of 
New South Wales, who went out on 
the Nisgara last evening from Victoria 
after completing a trip by easy stages 
through Canada. 

Mr. Chapman expected that evm| 
with the narrow majority of the Lib¬ 
eral party the ministry would be able 
to earry on the buslneae of the coun¬ 
try, Just as the McOowsn administra¬ 
tion bad ruled his sUte for nearly two 
years on a majority of oha He stat¬ 
ed that Moo. Neil Nellson. former min¬ 
ister of lands In that ministry, and 
how commissioner for New South 
Wales in America, was a former 
townsman of the speaker at Touag, 
which is 4 typical country town shout 
aOO miles from Sydney. 

He said that after travelling for the 
past li months he found everywhere! 
an Inclination not to lend money to the 
Commonwealth government for social¬ 
istic experiments. This was undoubt¬ 
edly crippling the development of the 
Commonwealth. Railway construction 
played such an important p€krt now 
that money must be found, both for 
the transcontinental Bast-West rail¬ 
way. to link up Western Australia with 
the older states, and the more proble- 
mstical scheme of a railway through 
the northern territory to South Aus¬ 
tralia. The difficulty of linking up the 
railway sjrstem of the country was 
due to the fact that the different state 
lines had varirtng gauges, but he felt 
In the long run the transfer must bs 
mads to the standard of New South 
Wales, where the usssl gauge of 4 feet 
$ 1-S inches prevailed. 

He hoped that the accession of an¬ 
other party to power would result in 
fixed conditlona and a security which 
had been absent reoently. In order that 
population and capital might flow Into 
the country.
